The details of the butchery, as 
given in various special dispatches, 
do not materially change the origi- 
nal statement printed and reprint- 
ed in these columns last week. It 
was an utterly unprovoked and a. 
deliberate, predetermined massa- 
cre of men who had forfeited no 
right, and who had shown their 
respect for the law by going to the 
court house to facilitate an investi- 
gation into the facts of the trivial 
disturbance which is the alleged 
cause of the massacre. 

The armed force that moved on 
the court house, surrounded it, and 
opened murderousffire on the blacks 
was composed of the class of men 
who rule that state with the assent 
and fairly-assumed approval of the 
governor and of all Mississippi 
Democrats here in Washington. 
It was by just such slaaghter as 
this that the Democrats captured 
Mississippi twelve years ago. By 
murder and fraud they have held 
the state since that time. By the 
geveral adoption of the Mississippi 
plan the various Republican states 
of the south were one after another 
made §Democratic until the south 
was solidified. 

All the power that the Democrat,

race which should be forgotten. 
We are willing to agree that 
there are certain things ip 
the history ofall races that should 
be forgotten. We are also willing 
to agree that there are certain oth- 
er things in the history of all races 


that ought: to be forever re- 
membered. If there is a 
race on the habitable globe 


that ought to rejoice and celebrate 
with festivities any great event in 
their race history it is the American 
Negro. . 

We celebeate the 4th of Jnly be- 
cause we (the whites) threw off 
British rale and declared our- 
selves freeman. Up to the late 
civil war that was one‘of the days 
that no Negro could honor, not 
even a Negro in the state of Massa- 
chusetts. Since late war 
Negroes generally assist in cele- 
brating the day that freed the 
whites from British rale and more 
securely placed them in chains 
and kept them there for nearly one 
hundred years until the chains 
were broken by the force of arms 
The editor of this paper i 
ashamed tocontribate hig small 
mite to acause the act 6f which 
makes this paper & ibility 
here atthe seat of the national! 
government.

STILL FIRM.

article Mr. Jack- 
son sought to show that our failure 
to manitest powers and adaptabil- 
ities, corrective of present race-de- 
pressing circumstances, was due 
to the absence of race pride. In 
his analyses of race—pride, he gave 
as the principle components or ele- 
ments, ‘‘charity and sympathy,” 
and argued that such race-pride 
could not be fully or properly fos- 
tered and developed, except by iso- 
lation, or the withdrawal, on the 


part of the colored race, from di-

es, 

To this, we @nswered, race-pride 
as compreh by the analysis of 
Mr. Jackson, was not the troable ; 
that we the elements of 

y and charity” in abnor- 
| ous, and injarious 
proportions and that their further 
development would tend to bigh- 
ten and the more solidify the bar- 
riers which now stand in the wa) 
of our ultimate equality. 

We further stated “that, the race 
pride of which we bear so much 
talk, is only a “something” which 
no one ‘has been “able, properly to 
define; a sort of “hobby” which 
every colored man who has noth- 
ing tangible to offer usually points 
to ;fthat the uncertainty as to what 
race pride is, produces a thousand 
opinions, as to the proper methods 


of determining who are true race 


reformers and who are not, and 
has only too often led weak mind- 
ed men toset up false tests by 
which to judge of men, which have 
been terminated only in setting 
men against one another on the 
flimsy pretext of color.“ 

But Mr. Jackson says that we do 
not the element of charity ; 
that what we call charity “is a sub- 
missiveness engendered by the 
consciousness of ourown weakness, 
and states that charity expresses 
‘a principle of the sensibility and 
means tothink favorably of oth- 
ers.” He then states that “we 
cannot intelligently conclade that 
the Negroes (as a race) think fa- 
vorably of their oppressors ; if so, 
why this restiveness and continn- 
ally asking for justice?’ 

It would seem to us that the very 
reasons given to show why the 
Negro does not possesss the ele- 
ment of charity, serve to establish 
the fact that be does possess that 
quality ina very eminent degree. 
lf, as Mr. Jackson says, charity 
means ‘‘to think favorably of oth- 
ers,” then, submissiveness on our 
part, “engendered by the con- 
sciousness of our weakness” is a 
natural manifestation of charity ; 
for the ‘“‘cousciousness of our own 
weakness” presimes an acknowl- 
edgement of superior strength and 
greatness, and since the submission 
is not a desire but a necessity which 
we are endeavoring to remove; it 
follows that we “think favorably” 
of that condition of things by which 
this ‘‘submissiveness” does not ob- 
tain and “think favorably” of that 
people by which such condition 
has been brought about. Moreover, 
“this restiveness and continually 
asking for justice,’ which we are 

anifesting, resaltsfrom the same 
charity—this disposition “to think 
favorably of others ;” for, if it were 
otherwise, we would not ask for 
justice. The very asking, presam- 
es @ power anda disposition to 
give and is stimulated by our dis- 
position to “think favorably” of 
the whites; elae we were doubly 
foolish to ask. Bat Mr. Jackson 
would say that this charity simply 
extends towards the whites; that 
it does not obtain among the indi- 
viduals ot the colored race. That 
may be very true and it is a sad 
fact. Bat, if the element of chari- 
ty is to enter into race pride, then 
on the principal of “thinking favor- 
ably of others,” race-charity must 
extend toward other races and 
hence that element would not serve 
us in our present dilemma, 

The fact is that it is this ‘‘think- 
ing favorably of others” —this char- 
ity—that feeds the maw of oppres- 
sion and causes us to yield supine- 
ly to all the adverse social moral 
and political tendencies which 
beset us. 

We are already too charitable. 
We shoald not think favorably of 
others -while others are thinking 
anfavorably of us. We should 
think of ourselves and be selfish 
and uncharitable, until we become 
sufficiently great and infiuential, 
as arace, toexertand dispensea 
commendable benevolence, tender- 
ness or liberality. Mr. Jackson 
can plainly sée thatitis not chari- 
ty we need; for that quality can- 
not apply to individuals or classes, 
standing in the same relative posi- 
tion or condition with themselves. 
It applies to those not of us, with 
whom there is no common cause, 
no community of interest, no nat- 
ural sympathies. It proceeds from 
a commendable humanity, is fos- 
tered by good-will and is a virtue 
having as its reward, personal grat- 
ification. Its office is missionary 
and seeks to affect others not of 


us. 

We also objected to sympathy 
on the;ground that itis already 
too largely developed in the race. 
But Mr. Jackson says that ‘‘sympa- 
thy is voluntary ; it comes by the 
act of choice, it can be confined to 
individuals, races or conditions ; it 
can be ‘be changed from one ob- 
ject of choice to another, as speedi- 
ly as the will designates the object 
of choice.” This may be very true ; 
but sympathy is also essentially 
the resalt of a fellow-faling—a nat- 
ural sensibility or affection—pass- 
ing between individuals and based 
upon considerations, that too fre- 
quently leads as from the path of 
race-duty into communion and fel- 
lowship with the whites, and causes 


us to excuse or condone the iudig- 


nities which the masses of the 


whites are administering upon as, 
simply for the sake of those few 
who show us sympathy which we 
fully reciprocate. 

Moreover, this sympathy of 
which we speak is not always real. 


thy for ns and excite our honest 
sympathy, only to make their con- 
trol over us the more.certain and 
more permanent. We therefore 
object toit. It is too elastic, it is 
not sofficiently confined. The whites 


pleasures than we are to provide 
them for ourselves and bence can 
excite our sympathy whenever they 
see fitto do so. We want some- 
thing in ours which is not§-‘so plia- 
ble to the touch of interest.” 

Until Mr. Jackson gives as a bet- 
ter remedy than that of race-pride 
in which the principle components 
are ‘‘charity and sympathy,” we 
prefer to hold to our original po- 
sition that, “race-pride is a pride 
im the characteristics or achive- 
ments of a certain race.” Bat, 
says Mr: Jackson, ‘‘admitting your 
theory to be correct, a race that 
has not immortalized itself by some 
grand historical achievement, cay 
have no race pride.” In so far as 
he has gone, Mr. Jackson is right 
in his admission; but he has not 
gone to the full extent of our prop- 
osition. True, race pride may re- 
sult from simply the achievements 
of a certain race; bat it may also 
result from its charrcteristics. That 
our achievements have been insuf- 


‘ficient upon which to base a com- 


mendable race-pride, will be readi- 
ly admitted; but that we possess 
characteristics worthy of pride is 
equally true. We a phe- 
numinal adaptibility to our envir- 
onment, which insures a speedier 
accommodation to the ever chang- 
ing phases of American civiliza- 
tion ; we are extra-religious, whigh 
produces a pious resignation to the 
will ofthe Dispenser of Jestice ; 
we are highly social, which en- 
forces aready subjection to the 
laws,of association; we are cheer- 
ful generous and hopeful. In the 
absence of grand achievements, we 
ean well afford to base our pride 
of race in our characteristics; for 
they are grounded in the immuta- 
ble principles of Jastice aud stim. 
ulate a consciousness of rectitude 
which is the first and highest ob- 
ject of virtuous pride. And race- 
pride must result from such con- 
sciousness of rectitude, made oper- 
ative and effective by a disposition 
and power to pat in operation such 


interest,” within the race. Mr. 
Jackson admits our conclusion that, 
(‘when we have anion, when we 
organize ander intelligeut direction, 
when we support our own institu- 
tion, we will then be able to build 
a foundation and superstracture 
which may well form the basis oat 
of which may grow a commenda- 
ble race-pride.“ Bat this union, 
this support of our own institutions, 
will not result from “charity or 
sympathy.’ It will result, if at all, 
from cold calculation, in which the 
factors of selfishness and race-con- 
sideration mast prominently figure. 
From our experience, which has 
too clearly shown that ‘“‘charity and 
sympathy,” manifested in undue 
proportions, have only tended 
to increase our subjection and ham- 
per the spirit of independence, 

We believe iu race-pride, bat not 
of the sort Mr. Jackson prescribes. 
We want union and we waut or- 
ganization, because they are nec- 
essary, wise and expedient. We 
want them because they form the 
most reliable augmentation of those 
forces calculated to break down 
opposition—because they can be 
forged into a battering ram to 
beat down barriers, because they 
can be kindled into intellectual 
fires to burn ‘‘black laws” and be- 
cause they can be effective in moul- 
ding a sentiment which will resalt 
in the acknowledgement of our 
God-given rights. 

We have not space to discuss the 
matter of colonization, least of all, 
to discuss the advisability, proba- 
bility or possibility of colonizing 
within the jarisdiction of the Unit- 
ed States. The ideaof shifting the 
whole jcolored race into any given 
part of the country is simply pre- 
posterons.- In the first place it 
would be almost impossible, on ac- 
count of the permanent interests 
many of our people have already 
established ; secondly, any act, look 
ing to thatend, would be uncon. 
stitational, revolutionary and void. 
As to the question of “‘distribution,” 
that is the real issue, which the 
growing intelligence of the race 
must soon be called apon to decide. 

Let us drop this “bugaboo,” and 
set about inquiring into and skill- 
fully applying those means of pro- 
gress which have built up other 
races in influence and power and 
by which such infiuence and power 
and greatness are being gradually 
augmented, We will stand by 
our original proposition and advise 
Brother Jackson to “take a tack.”
